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Detention, N ot Bail, Ordered

About 35 silent, still onlook- 
ers, many of them relatives of 
Tessa Osborne, were present July 
9 in Greenbelt District Courtroom 
3B when preventive detention (no 
bail) was ordered after individual 
hearings for Rufus Millegan, Jr., 


21, who has a Greenbelt address, ° 


and Cornell McClure, 22, of 
Glenn Dale, accused killers of 
the 18-year-old Greenbelt resi- 
dent. Presiding in the courtroom 
was Judge William Connolly. 
The two men have been held 
in the Montgomery County De- 
tention Center since July 4 after 
they were arrested and charged 
with first-degree murder in the 
May 1 fatal shooting of Tessa 
Osborne. Arguing for detention, 
Prosecutor Rod Rosenstein noted 
contents of the defendants’ writ- 
ten statements and told the judge 
the FBI had recovered new evi- 
dence, including a bullet-proof 
vest and boxes of ammunition 
that are expected to match the 
bullets in the case when tested, as 


well as a notebook full of what 
the prosecutor described as "Vvio- 
lent references." 
Questions 

Public Defender John Chamble 
told the judge he has "serious 
questions" with respect to the 
statement his client, McClure, 
gave to the FBI in Calverton. 
Decrying the absence of video 
or audiotapes of the confession, 
Chamble said, "What the govern- 
ment has not offered to the court 
is the manner in which these 
statements were obtained." 
Chamble also objected to the 
charge of. murder in the first de- 
gree, saying there is no evidence 
the men had any intent to commit 
murder, but rather went to Beaver 
Dam Road to talk and smoke 
marijuana. At no time through- 
out the proceedings was there any 
hint of what may have caused 
trouble among the three young 
people. 

Denying that there was any 
compulsion for McClure to con- 


fess, the prosecution noted that 


he had asked to talk to a law en- 
forcement officer and that "four 


hours is not a significant amount 
of time" from the time of arrest 
to that of signing a statement. 

Judge Connolly then told the 
courtroom he was going to read 
the statements of Millegan and 
McClure before ruling. Observ- 
ers in the courtroom and lawyers 
alike barely moved in the ten or 
fifteen minutes of absolute silence 
which ensued. 

Evidence 

Announcing his intention to 
sign an Order of Detention in 
what he called a:case where "the 
evidence is strong,” the judge 
noted that McClure had initialed 
each page and signed his state- 
ment at its end as well as com- 
pleting an Advice of Rights form. 


The judge said, "These statements 


show that he went looking for 
Miss Osborne, enticed her into

| Family and Friends Gather 
For Osborne Murder Defendants |To Honor a Life Cut Short 


Thursday, July 12, 2001

An infectious smile, a ready 
laugh, a friend to young and 
old. That is the way family 
members, coworkers and friends 
remembered Tessa Osborne at a 
July 3 candlelight vigil at the 
Roosevelt Center. 

The 18-year-old Greenbelt 
resident was found shot to 
death on a road in the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center on May 1. The way she 
died so overshadowed her fu- 
neral that family members 
planned the vigil to highlight 
how she lived. 

“We wanted to share her ‘life 
so people could see what she 
meant to us,” said Cindy Donn, 
Tessa’s maternal aunt. So, on a 
breezy summer evening just 
outside the Co-op grocery store 
where Tessa worked, about 250 
people gathered to pay tribute to 
her. 

Her mother, Bridget 

Osborne, lit the first candle, 
and in the flickering glow, par- 
ticipants told stories, sang and 
shared memories of a young 
woman who once played on the 
Boys and Girls Club football 
team and competed in the Little 
Miss Greenbelt Pageant at the 
same time. 

“We're here to cherish and 
honor Tessa ... we're here be- 
cause of love,” said Rev. Tino 
Cione, who prayed for peace 
for Tessa’s family, healing for 

_ the community and justice for a 
crime that had gone unsolved. 
Doug Mangum recalled -how 
when he delivered the mail, a 
young Tessa was always up in 





a tree with her brother Vincent 
in the yard of her grandparents, 
Sonny and Barbara Osborne. 
He described her as a “very 
generous soul” and said the 
crowd at the vigil was a testa- 
ment to both Tessa and the 
people of Greenbelt who “al- 
ways come together” in times 
of need. Donn read a biogra- 
phy of Tessa’s life in which 
she was described as a “true 
Greenbelter” because she was 
born on Labor Day, Sept. 6, 
1982, “just a bit too late” to 
make the community’s annual 
parade. 
In many ways; Tessa’s life — 


was typical of a child growing 


up in small town America. She 
was a Brownie and then a Girl 
Scout; she played basketball, 
softball, soccer and football: 
she was a cheerleader and a 
member of the Greenbelt swim 
team. She also volunteered at

Census Data Show Changes 


In Race, Ethnicity Patterns

Additional data on the popula- 
tion of Greenbelt are now becom- 
ing available from the 2000 Cen- 
sus. In late March, the News 
Review published overall esti- 
mates of the race and ethnic 
make-up of the city. Data are 
now available on race and ethnic 
details. Much of these details 
were not available from the 1990 
Census, so comparison figures are 
not always available: 

Asian Population 

In 2000, there were 21,456 
Greenbelters and 2,586 of them 
classified themselves as Asian. 
This figure is up by more than 
one-third from the 1990 figure of 
1,901. In 1990, the figure was a 
combination of Asian and Pacific 
Islanders. These groups have 
been separated for 2000 and only 


35 people considered themselves - 


Native Hawaiian and Other Pa- 
cific Islander, so comparison of 
the old and. new definitions of 
Asian is valid. 

Three groups made up the 
largest numbers of Asian 
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Chinese 23 percent. 


Greenbelters.. Asian Indians rep- 
resented 28 percent of the total 
Asians, Koreans 27 percent, and 
Filipinos, 


Japanese, Vietnamese and Other 
Asians (including those who ~ 
chose another Asian group or 
who chose more than one Asian

Save Lake’s 
Greenbelt 


Jean Newcomb’s suggestion 
about the lake buffer zone is quite 
simple: 

1. Don’t cut down holly or 
other healthy trees or remove 
what’s left of the existing buffer 
zone. She quite accurately no- 
ticed a recent pickup in removal 
of trees and other plants. 

2. Don’t assume purchasing 
easements is required. In some 
places the city already owns a 
strip of land at least 12-feet wide 
on the residential side of the lake 


path. Any homeowner who has . 


encroached on that land could 
voluntarily work out a deal with 
the city. Where the city’s strip 


isn’t wide enough for plantings, | 


more cooperation would solve the 
problem. 

3. Buffer zones are used by 
farmers to filter out excess fertiliz- 
ers, pesticides, and eroded soil 
before these reach ditches or wa- 
terways. The Henry A. Wallace 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center uses buffer zones to pro- 
tect streams on the farm. The 
green buffers have the added ad- 
vantage of providing more wild- 
life habitat. 

It is our fertilizer that is feed- 
ing the lake’s algae, our soil that’s 
silting the lake coves. The fertil- 
izer comes from all our homes, 
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but homes like the one whose 
well-maintained lawn meets the 
lake path pose the most immedi- 
ate risk. I’m sure that the 
homeowners would rather be the 
last bulwark against lake pollu- 
tion, rather than the first to pol- 
lute, as almost all: have shown. 
Jean would only add that 
these green buffers have the 
added benefit of providing a 
gradual visual transition from ur- 
ban residential to urban lake 


park. 

In other words, all she is say- 
ing is, “Save the Lake’s 
Greenbelt!”

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MURDER continued from page 1 


the vehicle, and drove her to 
Beaver Dam Road." 
The judge then cited the nu- 


merous times the defendants ad- 


mitted firing at her, even after 
Miss Osborne ran from them. 
He added that bullets found at 
the Millegan residence appear to 
be of the same caliber as those 
fired at the scene. 

The judge noted that prelimi- 
nary hearings for both suspects 
are set for Friday, July 13 at 1 
p.m. unless the grand jury returns 
murder indictments against them. 

Affidavit 

U.S. Park Police and FBI Spe- 
cial Agents are both involved in 
investigation of the murder of 
Tessa Osbome, Case No. 01-1457 
CBD. To support a finding of 
probable cause and issuance of a 
criminal complaint charging mur- 
der, Agent Michael Thompson 
prepared a statement which is 
available public information and 
which is summarized in para- 
graphs below. Note that Thomp- 
son points out, "I have not in- 
cluded each and every fact 
known to me concerning this in- 
vestigation, but I have included 
sufficient facts to support a find- 
ing of probable cause." 

Still clothed in the apron worm 
by employees of the Greenbelt 
Co-op, Tessa Osbome's body was 
found on the grounds of the Ag- 
ricultural Research Center in 
Beltsville on the morning of 
Wednesday, May 2. She had 
been shot numerous times with 
two different types of ammuni- 
tion: both 9 mm. and .32 caliber 
bullets. The 9 mm. ammunition 
included regular and hollow-point 
bullets. 

A friend of Tessa's dropped 
her off at her home on the morm- 
ing of Tuesday, May 1. She was 
expected to work at the Greenbelt 
Co-op that day, but never made it 
to the store. Someone saw her 
walk over to an older-model, full- 
size, light tan or beige Ford 
Bronco and get in on its passen- 
ger side. The Bronco then made

a U-turn and drove away from 
Roosevelt Center at high speed, 
tires squealing. A witness recog- 
nized the truck "because it is 
commonly driven by a woman 
named Lynn and the witness had 
often. seen the Bronco being 
driven by Lynn and her boy- 
friend." 

Greenbelt Police provided the 
report on a 1989 Ford Bronco 
with the license tag M172919, 
which was driven by Lynn 
Dodson when it was stopped by 
police. The report stated that 
Lynn Dodson resides on Spring- 
field Road, Glenn Dale. Offfic- 
ers going to that address found 
Dodson and her boyfriend, 
Comell Winfrei McClure. Both 
reside with Dodson's parents. 
An older-model white Ford 
Bronco with license tag 
M172919 was parked at the resi- 
dence. McClure was driven to a 
Park Police facility and inter- 
viewed. 

McClure told his interviewers 
that he knew Tessa Osborne, but 
he was in Chicago with Dodson 
when he learned that she had 
been murdered. He said he 
drove to Chicago with Dodson in 
the Ford Bronco. He first said 
they had left for Chicago on 
Monday, April 30, but later said 
they left in the early morning 
hours of Wednesday, May 3. 

On June 18, officers inter- 
viewed Rufus Jerry Millegan, Jr. 
He told them he had loaned a 9 
mm. pistol to Cornell McClure 
shortly before the murder, and 
that he, Millegan, had loaded the 
pistol with eight rounds of 9 
mm. ammunition, including five 
or six rounds of regular 9 mm. 
ammunition and two or three 
hoHow-point rounds. He said 
that McClure had not returned 
the borrowed gun. Although at 
that time Millegan agreed to as- 
sist federal officers, he failed to 
contact the FBI as he had agreed 
to do.. Agents located him on 
Tuesday, July 3, hiding in the 
closet at the home of one of his

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friends. He agreed to come to 
the FBI office in Calverton for 
an interview. There he admit- 
ted to the May 1 murder of 
Tessa Osborne, committed also 
by Cornell McClure. He told 
investigators he agreed with 
McClure's proposal to take Tessa 
to the Agricultural Research 
Center "and confront her with 
guns to scare her." 

He.said after they arrived 
there, McClure argued with 
Tessa and then used a 9 mm. 
gun to fire several gunshots at 
her. Millegan then fired two 
bullets from the second gun, the 
.32 caliber revolver, and gave 
the gun to McClure. McClure 
then fired more shots from the 
second gun. 

Officers arrested Millegan 
and lodged him at the Mont- 
gomery County Detention Cen- 
ter on July 4 pending court ap- 
pearances. At about 1 a.m. on 
July 4, officers arrested McClure 
at the Dodson home and trans- 
ported him to the FBI Calverton 
office. He requested an attorney 
and questioning was stopped. 
Subsequently he asked to talk 
with a specific FBI Special 
Agent, who told him he could 
not discuss the case. McClure 
then withdrew his request for an 
attorney and talked to the agent, 
having signed a Miranda rights 
waiver. 

McClure admitted that along 
with Millegan, he committed the 
murder on May 1. He said he 
was angry with Tessa and took 
her to the Agricultural Research 
Center in order to scare her. He 
argued with her and then fired 
multiple shots at her from one gun. 

Millegan then fired multiple 
shots at her from a second gun. 
McClure identified the first gun 
as a .32 caliber handgun and the 
second as a 9 mm. pistol.

As 1991's Outstanding Citizen

Ten years ago Ben 
Rosenzweig was named 
Greenbelt’s Outstanding Citi- 
zen. He may have been sur- 
prised to receive the award— 
the committee tries to keep its 
selection secret until the an- 
nouncement at the opening 


Festival. However, the many 
Greenbelters who knew him 
were not surprised that he 
was selected. Ben joined 
many men and women who 
spent much of their free time 
in Greenbelt volunteering to 
make the community better. 
A pioneer, moving into 
Greenbelt in 1938, he and his 
wife, Ethel, raised five children at 
4-E Crescent and continued to 
live at that address until shortly 
before his death in 1997 at age 
89. He had retired from the U.S. 
Army Materiel Command in 1962. 
From the beginning until his 
death, Ben took an active interest 
in organizing and running coop- 
eratives in Greenbelt. He was 
active in the formation of 
Greenbelt Consumer Services, the 
cooperative formed by early resi- 
dents to operate their grocery and 
drug stores and gasoline service 
station. He served on the Board 
of that organization until it de- 
cided to sell off its Greenbelt 
store in 1984 and concentrate on 
the SCAN furniture business. 
Ben was also a founder of the 
Greenbelt Credit Union, serving

as that cooperative’s president for 
15 years. He continued as its 
vice-president until his death. He 
also helped to form Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. and served that co- 
operative actively, serving on its 
Finance Committee for many 
years. He was a staff member of 
the Greenbelt Cooperator (now 
called the News Review) in its 
early years. 

Ben was also a founder of the 
Greenbelt Hebrew Congregation 
and served eight terms as its 
president. He was instrumental 
in the building of Mishkan Torah 
synagogue, with much of the 
work done by members of the 
congregation and other residents 
of Greenbelt as well. He helped 
to lay bricks. 

For 28 years, he served as a 


member of the city’s Em- 
ployee Relations Board, hear- 
ing appeals of adverse actions 
and grievances from employ- 
ees. In later years, he was an 
active participant in the 
Greenbelt Committee for Se- 
nior Citizen Housing, partici- 
pating in that organization’s 
efforts until a week before he 
entered the hospital for the 
last time. Called “seldom 
quiet and never boring,” and 
referring to himself as “can- 
_ tankerous,” he was also a 
gentleman, a person who 
cared deeply for others and 
for Greenbelt. His favorite 
gift, received when he was se- 
lected Outstanding Citizen, was a 
“Greenbelt is Great” tee shirt 
from the Co-op Nursery School. 
He wore it regularly. 

Although there are few found- 
ing pioneers left in our commu- 
nity, there continue to be many 
people in town who volunteer ex- 
tensively to work for Greenbelt’s 
betterment. As in past years, the 
Greenbelt Outstanding Citizen 
Committee will be faced with the 
difficult choice of selecting one 
of these dedicated individuals to 
be the year 2001 Outstanding 
Citizen. There is still time to 
submit a nomination, either by 
using the form in this paper or 
simply by sending a letter to 
Robert Zugby, Chair, at 94 Ridge 
Rd., Greenbelt, Md.
